This is a full and complete response to the Office communication dated October 
10, 2007, which requested Applicants to submit a listing of the new claims, claims 41-46, 
readable on the elected species. 

Claims 41-46 are readable on the elected species: 

(1) hydroxyethyl methacrylate (elected as a species of the solvent of claim 9); 

(2) 2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate (elected as a species of the hydrophilic 
monomer of claim 12); and 

(3) ethylene glycol dimethylacrylate (elected as a species of the crosslinker of 
claim 19). 

None of the claims 41-46 is readable on glucose (elected as a species of analyte 
of claim 34, which is in the non-elected claim set directed to sensors). 
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In light of the foregoing, Applicants believe that the instant application is in
